REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION 

We have heard with pleasure the report from the University of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the address of Dr. Plato 
Durham, Dean of its School of Theology, and we rejoice in its pro- 
pitious opening and commend it to the patronage of our people. 

A communication having come to us from the Holston Con- 
ference asking us to co-operate with them in establishing a Sum- 
mer School of Theology to be located in the mountains of Western 
North Carolina, we think it wise to concur in its recommendation 
to take part in such a school and request the School of Theology 
of the University of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to 
hold its summer session as the foundation of this school. The fol- 
lowing committee is appointed to co-operate with a like commit 
tee from other Conferences desiring to co-operate: — W. A. Newell, 
F. M. Weaver, L. T. Cordell. 

Your Board has carefully reviewed the reports of all Institutions 
under our fostering care. We rejoice in their increased patronage 
and commend them to the support and patronage of all our people. 

W T e recommend the appointment of S. B. Turrentine, President, 
and W. M. Curtis, Secretary and Treasurer of Greensboro College 
for Women; J. B. Craven, President and W. L. Sherrill, Secretary 
of Davenport College; W. A. Newell, President of Weaver College; 
E. K. Creel, Professor in Rutherford College; L. B. Abernethy, Pro- 
fessor and Chaplain Cullowhee Normal School; J. M. Downum, Pro- 
fessor and Chaplain of Appalachian Training School; W. R. Shel- 
ton, Student at Trinity College, and A. P. Ratledge, Student in the 
Theological Department of the University of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South. 

We request the confirmation of the following Trustees: — G. T. 
Rowe, Greensboro College for Women; D. M. maker, L. T. Mann 
and H. K. Boyer, Davenport College, and J. W. Jones, L. A. Falls. 
D. F. Carver, T. F. Marr, J. H. Giles and Augustus Setzer for 
Rutherford College. 

In consideration of a claim made against your Board by Bre- 
vard School, a committee was appointed from the Board of Edu- 
cation at the last session of the Conference to investigate and de- 
termine any debt that this Conference might owe to that Institu- 
tion. After careful investigation and report by the Committee, we 
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were unable to determine the exact amount due. We, therefore, 
recommend that on the first Sunday in September, 1915, or some 
convenient Sunday near this date, we take a collection in all our 
churches for Brevard School and that amounts be forwarded to 
our Board Treasurer, W. R. Odell, Concord, N. C., and that the 
amount raised on that day be tendered the management of th*® 
school in full payment of all past obligations to this institution. 

We request that authority be granted to Greensboro College for 
Women, Davenport College, Weaver College and Rutherford Col- 
lege to secure amended or new charters from the State Legisla- 
ture at its session in 1915, as the Boards of Trustees in these in- 
stitutions may determine and as may be agreed upon between 
these Boards and a charter commission provided for in this report. 

We recommend the election of W. R. Odell, F. M. Weaver and 
H. H. Jordan as a charter commission with full power to act for 
this Conference in the matter of approving any charters desired 
by the Board of Trustees of any of our Conference Institutions 
during the Conference year. 

We recommend the payment of the conditional appropriation 
of ,$2,000.00 to Davenport College. 

We ask the confirmation of the following District Secretaries 
to assist the District I^ay Leaders in securing the full amount of 
the educational assessment:

The churches making it are 
growing in number and the proofs are multiplying that it is a 
success when rightly worked. Let us adopt it at once in every 
congregation. 

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL A MISSIONARY SOCIETY 

Emphasis should be put upon the cultivation of missions in 
the Sunday school. A closer affiliation has been wrought out 
and endorsed by the General Conference, between the Sunday 
School Board and the Board of Missions. Under the new law the 
missionary contribution in the Sunday school will help strength- 
en the Sunday school work in home and foreign lands. The 
watch-word of this new r combination is, “A Million for Missions in 
the Sunday Schools of Southern Methodism.” By united effort 
this slogan can be realized. 

SPECIALS 

The assessments are wholly inadequate to meet the crying 
needs in the home and foreign fields, though all be paid. In the 
foreign field one-third of all the work being done is done by 
specials. The raising of specials has proven to be the best 
educational policy in our churches and Sunday schools. This pol- 
icy has also proven itself a safe and popular one. 

We realize strongly the need of reaching the rank and file 
of our church through our pastors. In all our cultivation we 
must not overlook the fact that the key man is the pastor. We 
can reach a few people and a few groups, of people by our fine 
methods of special cultivation, but for reaching even these people 
most effectively and for reaching the rank and file of our mem- 
bership at all we are dependent on the pastors. There are many 
facts to prove that only about one-tenth of our people are in any 
adequate sense interested in missions. The only man who can 
reach the other nine is the pastor. 

EARLY COLLECTIONS 

Again we urge upon our people the importance of early collec- 
tions. The past year was an improvement in this respect over 
hny former year. But there is still abundant room for improve- 
ment. Cannot we have all missionary collections in by the last 
of March? 
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MISSIONARY EDUCATION 

We urge the formation of the committees provided for in the 
Discipline on lay activities, the organization of mission study 
circles, the recognition of Sunday schools as missionary soci- 
eties by the law of the church, and the circulation of the Mis- 
sionary Voice and other missionary literature. We recommend the 
appointment of Rev. E. Myers as agent for the Missionary Voice. 

We call the attention of our preachers and laymen to the special 
educational opportunity offered at Lake Junaluska in the summer 
Missionary Conference annually held there, and urge them to at- 
tend it. 

MID-YEAR MEETING 

Your Board proposes the holding of a midyear meeting at 
Salisbury Dec. 15th, beginning at 3 p. m. 

We recommend the adoption by the Conference as our finan- 
cial goal for the year the policy presented and adopted by the 
Conference at the Laymen’s Meeting, suggesting in addition that 
we undertake to raise for the emergency fund in each district 
an amount equal to one-third the assessment for Home and 
Conference Missions. We further recommend as our spiritual 
goal a net increase to the membership of our churches on pro- 
fession of faith of at least ten per cent. 



ANNIVERSARY DAY 

We respectfully request the Conference to set apart here- 
after as was done this year, Friday of its session as Missionary 
Day for the work of the laymen and anniversary. 

We nominate E. A. Cole for Conference Lay Leader.

The new Report Blanks to the Annual Conference call for certain 
items that have never been listed before, such as, the number of 
members in the Home Department, the number of children on the 
Cradle Roll, the number of Training Classes for teachers, and the 
number of Bible Classes that are enrolled in the Wesley Bible Class 
Department at Nashville, Tenn. Many of the preachers have, this 
year, been forced to leave certain, or all, of these items blank. This 
Board hopes that every preacher will see that these features are 
added onto his Sunday school work during this Conference year, 
and that no preacher will have to leave any of these items blank in 
next year’s report.

The new Annual Conference Report Blanks call for the number 
of Sunday school pupils who have joined the church during the 
year. This Board hopes that no preacher is failing to urge a definite 
decision for Christ on some previously announced day; that special 
evangelistic services are held for the youth and adult members; and 
that special catechetical work is done, and gentle persuasiveness is 
exerted by the preacher himself over the children of the school. 
Brethren, the church needs the religion of childhood as well as the 
religion of maturity. The bringing of the children into the church 
prevents the later leakage of the youth in their teen-ages from the 
Sunday school. Look into the 1914 Discipline for the new Baptismal 
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Service for children, not infants, with the clause requiring the par- 
ents to be standing beside their children at the altar of God. Notice, 
also, the new and beautiful form to be used in receiving children into 
church membership. 

The Board is glad to report that more Sunday schools observed 
Children’s Day this year than ever before. Some of the collections

Some officers of the schools, however, still feel free to violate the 
Discipline and divert the collection taken on Children’s Day to some 
other department of church or Sunday school work. 

Each preacher and superintendent is exhorted to read at once the 
section on “Sunday Schools” found on pages 94-109 in our new Disci- 
pline. Paragraph 261 calls for an Advisory Committee, elected by the 
Quarterly Conference, for each Sunday school. The purpose of this 
committee is to promote Sunday school efficiency. 

The last General Conference changed the date for the annual 
observance of Children’s Day from the third Sunday in May to 
the last Sunday in April (see paragraph 265). The General Sunday 
School Board will prepare a suitable program for this day. This 
Board will give sufficient programs free of charge, to every school 
that will observe the day and agree to send the collection to the 
Treasurer of this Board. 

Throughout the past four years this Board has had the con- 
stant hope of accumulating a surplus sufficient for placing a Field

Secretary at work among our Sunday schools. It is hoped that 
the new Board will work also toward this end. If all the preachers 
will, this year, see that the Children’s Day collection taken 
on their charges amounts to at least one per cent, of the pastor’s sal- 
ary, this Field Secretary can be set to work. 

The Board is going to have sent, at its own expense, a leaflet, 
called “The Missionary Messenger,” to every superintendent in the 
Conference. This leaflet will come monthly and be filled with 
fresh facts from the Mission Lands.

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD 

We assert with renewed emphasis the function of the Epw r orth 
League as the organ of fellowship of young Christians, haying its 
analogies to the primitive class meeting, but adding to these the 
means of meeting the complex needs of the youth of the church 
for healthful recreation, social culture, and manifold activities un- 
der the safeguards and direction of religion, and for the training 
of young Christians in a life of service and loyalty to the church.’* 

The Epworth League is scientifically adapted in its ideals and 
organization to the various classes of young people to whose na- 
tures it is designed to minister. Recognizing the changing tastes, 
capacities and ideals of the several periods of development of the 
young, the provision has been made for meeting the same which 
commends itself to sound psychology and religion. In the Senior 
League, the Knights of Ezelah, our boys’ organization, the Girls 
of Epworth, and the Junior Epworth League, we have a system 
adapted to the work of training all our young Christians in de- 
votion and activity. We believe that it is the duty of our pastors 
to inform themselves thoroughly on the plan, purpose and practi- 
cability of the complete organization of the Epworth League and 
to use it for the Christian culture of their youthful charges. 

We are glad to report that an increasing number of our pas- 
tors and active young people are coming into sympathetic co-oper- 
ation with our work, and that now we have an efficient corps of 
Coneference offices and district secretaries to promote the work. 

We call the attention of the brethren to the day officially fixed as 
Epworth League Anniversary Day, which is the second Sunday in 
May, and urge its observance on all our pastors, particularly those 
in whose charges there are Epworth League chapters. An offering 
is to be taken on that day to be forwarded to the Treasurer of 
the Conference Board, one-half of which will be retained for work 
in our Conference and the other half forwarded to the central 
office. 

We remind the brethren that hereafter instead of the assessment 
of ten cents a member laid upon each chapter, a uniform fee of 
$2.50 will be asked of every League chapter for the General Board.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLICATION 

The Board of Publication held its annual meeting at the Ad- 
vocate office in Greensboro, on Thursday, Nov. 5th. The Agent 
and Treasurer, Rev. H. M. Blair, submitted his report, including 
a carefully prepared inventory, an itemized statement of receipts 
and disbursements for the year, also a complete financial state- 
ment, showing resources and liabilities as appeared November 
1, 1914. 

The circulation of the North Carolina Christian Advocate re- 
mains about stationary, there having been 700 new subscribers 
added during the year. Following a year of more than ordinary 
effort, we have had the usual experience of reaction. We are en- 
couraged, however, with the fact that the old list of subscribers 
has remained with us better than usual. Gradually our people 
are becoming more loyal and appreciative, and, with a little strong- 
er and more concerted effort, we ought easily to increase our cir- 
culation to at least 10,000. The plan of apportionment upon which 
we have been working, is a good one, needing only to be pushed 
more vigorously, and we recommend that it be continued. 

We are glad to be able to report constant increase in the volume 
of business in the Job Department. We are dependent upon in- 
come from this department to enable us to keep our paper up to 
its high standard. For this reason we urge all our people to give 
all possible patronage to this department. 

In view of the financial depression which has affected the whole 
country, we must depend less than heretofore upon income from 
advertising. Already we are feeling very sensibly the effect of the 
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depression in business and we may therefore expect great falling 
off in receipts from this source. For this reason it is absolutely 
necessary that we have co-operation of pastor and official board 
in each charge, not only to secure a larger circulation, but to 
secure more prompt attention to the payment of subscriptions. 
With conditions now confronting us it is necessary that we insist 
upon cash in advance. 

In our meeting a resolution was adopted requesting the manage- 
ment to adopt the rule of notifying subscribers at the expiration 
of their time by mailing direct notice, and we hope the Confer- 
ence will give its hearty endorsement to this and that pastors 
and church officials will give hearty co-operation to the effort 
to bring all to a cash in advance system. This will appear the 
more important when we take note of the fact that our records 
for years in succession show that we are losing some $3,500.00 
to $4,000.00 per year on our subscription list. We must learn how 
to co-operate and stop this leak. 

In the effort to raise the balance of $5,000.00 due on our build- 
ing, good progress has been made. Brother Blair entered vigorously 
into this in the district conferences and would no doubt have se- 
cured the whole amount but for the financial scare of the last three 
months. 

The total amount pledged is $3,359.00. This leaves $1,641.00 
yet to be provided for, and it is the more urgent that this be done 
at once as $1,100.00 of the amount already pledged is conditioned 
upon the raising of the whole amount. 

We are gratified to be able to report all notes falling due 
during the year, amounting to $2,101.77, paid off promptly, remov- 
ing the bulk of our later additional equipment, so that after 
this year the Board sees no reason why they may not resume 
the usual appropriation for the benefit of our Conference claim- 
ants. 

We sincerely hope that your Committee on Books and Period- 
icals may be able to devise and launch a plan by which we shall 
have a thorough and, if possible, a concerted effort, to place the 
paper in every home. Situated as we are, we can w^ell afford to 
do this for the sake of mere business success, to say nothing 
of the higher motive that should actuate us. We need the paper 
in every home that we may speak to the inmates from week to 
week, and we need the income from their patronage that we may 
be able to make a paper in every respect worthy of the high mis- 
sion upon which we send it. This should be clearly set before 
every congregation, and an effort made to enlist them, lest we 
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half at the threshold of duty as well as of great business success.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 

Your Committee has had before it the reports of our general 
and Conference publishing interests and we are glad to note the 
good financial showing during the past year. 

We recommend the periodicals issued from our general preSs 
and we wish for them a more general circulation and distribu- 
tion, but that with which we are most vitally concerned is our 
own Conference publishing interests, especially the character and 
circulation of our Advocate. 

We are disappointed in the results of the Advocate campaign 
launched by our last Annual Conference. Instead of a net gain 
of 2,000 subscribers which we set as a goal, we have made no 
net gain whatever. Where lies the blame for this failure? Is it 
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because our people are lacking in appreciation of its merits, or 
it because the Advocate does not appeal to our people? Is it 
pastors who were charged with the duty of carrying on the cam- 
paign? Your committee believe that the blame does not rest 
wholly at either place. If our laymen are too stingy to subscribe 
or too busy to read or too dull to appreciate the merits of the 
paper, part of the blame lies there. If our pastors are too indiffer- 
ent to the needs of our people in this regard and too remiss in 
their duty to the Conference organ, part of the blame rests there. 
If the paper does not commend itself to our people by the vital 
grip of its weekly message so as to make for itself a perma- 
nent place in the religious literature of every home to which it 
has been accustomed to go, then a part of the blame rests there. 

•Not forgetting the things that are behind, but reaching forward 
to the things that are before, let us press toward the goal which 
we set for ourselves one year ago, viz.: net gain of 2,000 subscrib- 
ers for the Christian Advocate, the deficiency in each District and 
pastoral charge being made the basis for reapportionment on the 
plan of last year. 

A word of commendation is not out of place with regard to 
the make-up of our Annual Conference Minutes. We recommend 
delivery of the Journal to individual pastors. 

In conclusion, we recommend the adoption of the report of 
the Board of Publication of the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE CHILDREN’S HOME 



The Children’s Home has had a good year and is now in splendid 
condition. Walter Thompson, our Superintendent, has done a fine 
year’s work and we most heartily commend him to the love and 
confidence of his brethren. 

Special attention is called to the following extracts from the 
Superintendent’s Report: 

“During the year there have been cared for at one time or an- 
other 121 children. Ten have been admitted; twelve returned to 
parents or relatives; three placed out; two absent without leave. 

The health of the children has been good. We have had the 
good fortune to escape epidemic of every kind, and have no 
serious accident. 

There are multitudes of applicants for place in the Home. In 
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a few cases I have found that the applicants were not destitute. 
These were promptly refused. Many were for children whose 
father had deserted his family. These cases were pitiable, many 
of them, and occurred largely in towns. If the Home should 
make a practice of taking these children, then the municipal au- 
thorities would make little or no effort to force men to care for 
their families. The orphanages would thus become merely ad- 
juncts to the police department, and Associated Charities of the 
cities. 

Most amazing of all were applications from fathers and moth- 
ers who are willing that some one else shall assume the trouble 
and care of their children. 

But aside from all these is the increasing cry of those abso- 
lutely destitute; from mothers who have tried to work and keep 
their families together, but have to give up a task too heavy for 
them; and from children whose parents are both dead and are 
on the none too tender mercies of the neighbors. 

I think the first class alluded to will eventually be cared 
for by the State under some form of widow’s pension. The 
family could then be kept together and family life be preserved 
to those children. The orphanages would thus undertake the care 
of those who are really orphans. 

There are at all the orphanages in the State, I am informed, 
those whose care is an imposition on their respective supporters. 

The Cornelius and Smith Buildings — Within the past few days 
we have occupied these two buildings. They are well built and 
finely adjusted to the purposes for which they are used. The 
larger girls are in the Cornelius Building, and the smaller girls are 
in the Smith. The completion and occupation of these buildings, 
begun under Dr. Boyer’s administration, mark the greatest material 
advance the institution has yet made. 

Finances — The maintenance fund has held up well during the 
year, and we finish the year in a little better shape than last year. 

The Building Fund has not been equal to almost necessary 
demands. The question of additional buildings and equipment 
is one for the serious consideration of the Board.” 

We recommend: 

1. That special emphasis be placed on the fifth Sunday col- 
lections as the best means of increasing the maintenance fund. 

2. That the present plan of support be continued. 

3. That J. P. Lucas be confirmed as trustee in place of C. 
W. Tillett, resigned; Rev. J. R. Scroggs in place of Rev. P. T. Dur- 
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ham, resigned, and Rev. T. B. Johnson in place of Rev. Harold 
Turner, deceased. 

4. That Rev. J. H. West be appointed Financial Agent. 

5. That Rev. J. H. West, C. H. Ireland and Walter Thompson 
be elected delegates to the State-Wide Orphanage Convention, to 
be held in Raleigh Dec. 29, 1914. 

6. That the charter be amended by inserting the trust clause. 

7. That we express our sympathy on the death of J. B. Cor- 

nelius, who gave the Home $10,000, and H. B. Carter who left us 
$1,000.00. Respectfully,

REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE METHODIST 
MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE CO. 

At the last session of the Conference, on the recommendation of 
the Committee on Church Property, a committee of the following 
members was named to work out a plan for carrying insurance on 
church property: J. F^Kirk, Dorman Thompson, J. W. Jones, H. M. 
Blair, C. W. Byrd, John A. Young, L. T. Mann, W. F. Womble, E. A. 
Cole and J. F. Shinn. This committee was, by the order of the 
Conference, constituted a Board of Directors to secure a charter 
and to organize the company to carry into effect the recommenda- 
tions of the report of the Committee on Church Property. The 
Committee, before the adjournment of Conference, met and or- 
ganized, with Rev. C. W. Byrd, President, and Rev. H. M. Blair, 
Secretary. 

The North Carolina Conference, at its session at Oxford, N. C., 
having been informed of the action of our Conference, took the 
following action: 

“On motion of N. H. D. Wilson, it was ordered that a commit- 
tee of five be appointed, who shall consider the matter of insur- 
ance of church property; and shall, if they deem it wise, either 
themselves or in conjunction with the committee appointed by the 
Western North Carolina Conference, establish an association by 
which the church may ihsure its own property.” 

In conformity with this resolution, Bishop McCoy named the 
following Insurance Committee: C. S. Wallace, B. B. Adams, J. F. 

Bruton, W. B. Cooper and L. S. Covington. 

The committee from the North Carolina Conference was in- 
vited by our committee to meet with them at Greensboro, N. C., 
December 30th, 1913, at its first meeting after the adjournment of 
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Conference, but only one member, C. S. Wallace, of Morehead City, 
was able to meet with us. At this meeting a resolution was 
passed, asking the North Carolina Conference to join with us in 
the formation of the Company; and a committee named to meet 
with a like committee from that Conference, at Raleigh, to work 
out the details of co-operation. A representative of our commit- 
tee was at Raleigh at the time named for the meeting, but illness 
prevented Brother Wallace from being present. 

On the invitation of the committee, Col. James R. Young, In- 
surance Commissioner for North Carolina, was present at this 
meeting at Greensboro and gave valuable suggestions to the com- 
mittee, the greater part of which were taken as a basis for the 
plan of the new Company. 

At the next meeting held in Greensboro, January 29th, 1914, 
a resolution was adopted providing for joint control by the two 
North Carolina Conferences, and appointing five members of the 
committee appointed by our Conference to act with the five ap- 
pointed by the North Carolina Conference, as incorporators to se- 
cure a charter and to organize the Company for business. The 
resolution provided further, in case the brethren from the North 
Carolina Conference failed to join with us, that the original ten 
members appointed by our Conference at Charlotte, should act 
as incorporators. 

At the request of the committee, Mr. Young, the State Insur- 
ance Commissioner, submitted a form of charter for the Com- 
pany, and after thorough discussion and some slight changss as 
to the verbiage, was adopted as the charter of this Company. 

Certificate of Incorporation 

This is to certify that we, C. W. Byrd, E. A. Cole, H. M. Blair, 
John A. Young, Dorman Thompson, J. F. Kirk, L. T. Mann, J. W. 
Jones, W. F. Womble and J. F. Shinn, a majority of whom are resi- 
dents of this State, do hereby associate ourselves into a corpor- 
ation under and by virtue of the laws of the State of North Caro- 
lina, and to that end hereby set forth and show: 

1. The name of the corporation is “Methodist Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company.” 

2. The location of the principal office will be in Statesville, 
Iredell County, State of North Carolina; and it may have one or 
more branch offices or places of business in or out of the State of 
North Carolina. The Board of Directors may, by a three-fourths 
vote, move its principal office to any other city or town in this 
State, if deemed desirable. 
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3. The objects for which this corporation is formed are as 

follows: To insure and reinsure all kinds and classes of property, 

'•eal and personal, against loss or damage by fire, lightning, water, 
winds gi tornadoes, or any other risk assumed by like companies; 
and for such insurance said corporation may charge such premium 
or premiums as may be agreed upon by said Company and the 
persons, firm or corporation whose property is so insured; and said 
Company is hereby invested with all the powers, rights and priv- 
ileges that any and all other insurance companies of like class doing 
business in this State may have under the general laws of North 
Carolina, or that may hereafter be granted them. 

4. The Company shall have no capital stock, but shall do busi- 
ness upon the mutual plan. The members shall not be individu- 
ally liable for the debts or contracts of the Company, except for 
the payment of such dues and assessments as may be levied upon 
them, according to the by-laws of the Association, or the general 
law. 

5. The period of the existence of this corporation is unlimited. 

6. The Company shall have the pow r er, when properly author- 

» ized, to represent as agent any fire insurance company licensed 

to do business in North Carolina. 

7. The Company shall be governed by the insurance laws of 
North Carolina and supervised by the Insurance Commissioner, 
and shall have all the powers and privileges allowed to like com- 
panies of like class and character under the laws of said State. 

8. The corporation shall be governed by a Board of Directors of 
not less than five nor more than twenty, elected by the North Caro- 
lina Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, or 
either of them in such manner and for such terms as may be pre- 
scribed in the by-laws of said corporation. The said Board of Di- 
rectors shall have power to elect the officers of the corporation, pre- 
scribe their duties and compensation and terms of office, also to 
make such rules and regulations as they deem necessary for a 
proper conduct of the business of the corporation. The Directors 
may elect an executive committee of not more than five members, 
who shall have all the power of said Board w f hen not in session. 

9. The names and post office addresses of the incorporators are 

as follows: C. W. Byrd, Greensboro, N. C.; E. A. Cole, Char- 

lotte, N. C.; H. M. Blair, Greensboro, N. C.; John A. Young, 
Greensboro, N. C.; Dorman Thompson, Statesville, N. C.; L. T. 
Mann, Statesville, N. C.; J. F. Kirk, Statesville, N. C.; J. W. 
Jones, Moores ville, N. C.; W. F. Womble, Hendersonville, N. C .; 
and J. F. Shinn, Norwood, N. C.

On March 10th, 1914, the Incorporators met at Statesville, N. C., 
and adopted By-laws and elected the following Board of Directors: 
C. W. Byrd, E. A. Cole and H. M. Blair, whose terms expire with 
the meeting of the Annual Session of the Western North Caro- 
lina Conference in 1914; John A. Young, Dorman Thompson and 
John F. Kirk, whose terms expire with the meeting of the session 
of 1915; and Lee T. Mann, W. F. Womble, J. W. Jones and J. F. 
Shinn, whose terms expire with the meeting of the session of 
1916. 

The Board of Directors met March 10th, 1914, and organized, 
with the election of the following officers: E. A. Cole, President; 

Dorman Thompson, Vice-President; W. E. Webb, Secretary and 
Treasurer, and John W. Jones, General Agent. Dorman Thompson, 
Lee T. Mann, J. W. Jones and J. F. Kirk were elected an Executive 
Committee. 

On June 22nd, 1914, the Executive Committee authorized the 
execution of a note for $5,000.00, to be used as collateral, with 
which to secure funds to meet the losses sustained by the Com- 
pany on its policies, or to be placed with the Insurance Commis- 
sioner as guaranty fund for the payment of all losses, until such 
time as the Company shall have met the Statutory requirements 
as to the amount of insurance in force and number of policies 
carried. 

On July 10th, 1914, the Insurance Commissioner authorized the 
Secretary to issue policies and begin business, and there are now 
in force 39 policies aggregating $96,125.00. 

Your Board would make the following recommendations: 

1. That the successors to the present members of the Board of 
Directors shall be elected by the Annual Conference on the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Directors. 

2. We recommend the election of C. W. Byrd, E. A. Cole and 
H. M. Blair, whose terms are to expire in 1917. 
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3. That the Conference give its most hearty endorsement to the 
efficient work of the Secretary and Treasurer, W. E. Webb, States- 
ville, N. C., to whose practical knowledge of insurance and zealous 
devotion to the interests of your company, its success is largely 
due. We would also commend to all our preachers and people, our 
General Agent, Rev. John W. Jones, who is tireless in his efforts 
and successful in securing business. 

The rates adopted by your Board, after consultation with the 
Insurance Commissioner, are the rates current in all towns and 
cities of this State; the rate for frame building, shingle room, is 
75 cents per hundred for one year, or $1.50 for three years; frame 
building, metal roof, 65c per hundred for one year, or $1.30 for 
three years; brick building, metal roof, 50c per hundred for one 
year, or $1.00 for three years. 

The By-laws further provide that at the end of the three-year 
period any surplus remaining, after all losses have been paid and 
expenses of management met, shall be divided, 50 per cent of such 
sum to be set aside as a reserve fund and the remaining 50 per 
cent, to be returned to the policyholders to be applied on the next 
premium. After a reasonable reserve has been accumulated, 
the maximum now contemplated being $50,000.00, the whole surplus, 
along with the interest on the reserve fund, shall be returned to 
the policyholders. 

It will be seen by this plan that the church gets its insurance 
at actual cost. The larger the amount of your church property 
carried in your company, the smaller will be the proportionate cost, 
and the greater will be your return dividends at the end of each 
three-year period. 

There is another phase of this matter to which we would direct 
your attention. If the local church, or the pastor or some official 
of the local church, would take it upon himself to send in the appli- 
cation and look after the matter of collecting the premium, your 
Board could dispense with its General Agent, and thus cut the 
cost to one-third of the present expense, our Board would emphat- 
ically urge the importance of this matter upon the members of the 
Conference. We ask for your insurance in order to save you money, 
and in order to save more money to those who are already insured. 
The greater union and the co-operation in this matter, the greater 
the strength of the company, and the greater the saving to each con- 
gregation. 

One other matter should be brought to the attention of the Con- 
ference. Our Secretary has made very advantageous terms for the 
reinsurance of those churches, whose aggregate amount of insurance 
is too great to be assumed by any one company. The By-Laws 
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limit the amount of any one risk to $5,000.00, but under our reinsur- 
ance contracts we are prepared to handle the business on any 
church for any amount, with all the safety of any company any 
where. On all this business handled through us there is a prolt 
under our contract of more than 20 per cent, to your company, that 
goes toward reducing the premiums to all our policy holders. It 
stands to the interest of every congregation and to the interest ;f 
the whole Conference to have all your insurance placed through your 
own company, however large or small the amount; in other words, 
policy holders receive dividends on reinsurance just the same as 
on the amount carried in our company. 

Your company furthermore provides for the insurance of house- 
hold effects and libraries of all the preachers of the Conference; 
policies made to cover in transit while moving from one charge to 
another. By insuring in his own company the preacher is saved 
the trouble and annoyance of having his policy lapse, and of hav- 
ing it endorsed to cover in new location. 

You Board has given earnest and persevering attention to the 
matter committed to it; has held five meetings; in its capacity as 
Committee and Board of Directors, has wrought out the plan sub- 
mitted, which has the unqualified approval of the Insurance Com- 
missioner, and we ask that you give to the new company your 
full endorsement and your hearty co-operation.

2. That we urge our pastors to preach on the institution and ob- 
servance of the Sabbath at least once a year. 



3. That we express our disapproval and condemnation of the 
many varieties of Sunday labor which cannot with any show of 
truth and propriety be included under works of necessity or mercy. 

4. That we deeply regret and heartily condemn the increasing 
tendency to make the Lord’s Day a holiday instead of a holy day 
by the carnal pursuit of various rounds of worldly pleasure. 

5. That we respectfully and prayerfully appeal to our preach- 
ers, our home-makers, and all our members and adherents to exert 
their utmost influence to make our Sunday what it was intended to 
be, a day of prayer, of study and meditation in the Holy Scriptures, 
and of service in the Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE 




You committee beg leave to report that although no papers or 
personal representatives of any of our great Bible publishers have 
been before us yet, after careful consideration, we offer for your 
adoption : 

The publication and distribution of the Holy Scriptures in the 
language of the common people of various tongues being essential 
to the life and progress of Christianity; and the American Bible So- 
ciety being the one great and mighty agency through which all 
American Protestant churches stand pledged to co-operate for the 
accomplishment of this work; and wishing our church to honor 
both her Lord and herself by doing her full share in this holy work, 
we most solemnly exhort our preachers and people to increased 
activity both in raising funds for the American Bible Society, and 
in circulating the output of her presses. 

2. We further urge all our Sunday school workers to put forth 
their best endeavors, not only to have the words of the Bible-text as 
printed in the Sunday school periodical literature, but the book itself 
introduced and used in all our Sunday schools. 
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3. For this purpose we recommend that the cheaper editions of 
the American Bible Society be used by the smaller scholars, and 
some one of the many excellent editions of Teachers’ Bibles be 
used by the teachers and larger pupils. 

4. We furthermore respectfully suggest that our pastors write 
to the Richmond, Virginia, Bible Society agency for literature of in- 
formation concerning the workings of the society and study the 
same carefully before making their appeals to the congregations 
for money in its support.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 

Your committee has had with it R. L. Davis, Superintendent of 
the North Carolina Anti-Saloon League, who has given us valuable 
assistance. We are glad to hear from him, as well as from other 
sources, that the temperance and prohibition work is making 
progress throughout the state and nation. We desire to commend 
the North Carolina Medical Society for the bold stand it has taken 
against the use of intoxicating liquors in any form as a beverage 
and for the statement that it is not needed as a medicine. 

With gratitude to God, who is our leader in all temperance 
campaigns, we are glad to note the victories for state-wide pro- 
hibition in Virginia, Colorado, Washington, Oregon, and Arizona, 
and we are informed that as many more states are likely to go for 
state-wide prohibition next year. 

From Mr. E. C. Dinwiddie, the Legislative Superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, we learn that the temperance 
forces will urge Congress at the next session to pass the Sheppard- 
Hobson resolution now pending. This resolution proposes to sub- 
mit national, constitutional prohibition to the various states. If 
passed by Congress, it will then have to be ratified by thirty-six 
states (three-fourths of the Union) before it becomes an amend- 
ment to our Federal Constitution. We recommend that our con- 
ference endorse the Sheppard-Hobson resolution and call upon the 
congressmen and senators from this state to support it. 

We have also read a copy of the bill which has been passed 
upon by the Anti-Saloon League Executive Committee and which 
will be before the Anti-Saloon League State Convention next 
January for its approval or disapproval and which, if approved 
by the convention, will be introduced into the General Assembly 
to be enacted into law. We are satisfied that this law will give 
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us entire relief from the jug trade now coming from others states 
and we recommend that this conference give its endorsement to it 
and urge the representatives to support it. 

We are glad to learn that the churches of the states are giv- 
ing better support to the Anti-Saloon League than ever before. 
We believe that, through this agency, the churches can so co-oper- 
ate as to bring their united strength and influence to bear upon 
the liquor traffic and thus win the victory for national prohibition. 
We note that the next biennial convention of the Anti-Saloon 
League will be held in Raleigh January 13-14, 1915, and we sug- 
gest that the churches, Sunday schools, and Epworth Leagues see to 
it that they have representation at this convenion. We recom- 
mend that H. M. Blair and N. L. Eure be elected members of the 
Executive Committee of the N. C. Anti-Saloon League.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL STATE OF THE 

CHURCH 

“Methodism is Christianity in earnest.” As such she has made 
marvelous history. She has made this history by putting first 
things first. This thing to which she gives the first place is the 
inward life, the spirit, not neglecting the outward organic forms 
and ethical expression. The true and wise statesman in the King- 
dom of God well knows that every organization and every institu- 
tion in the church depends upon the Spiritual State of the Church. 

Methodists believe in method and in machinery, but we realize 
that all these are weak and worthless without motive power. All 
our plans, all our organizations, all our institutions fail and fall 
into death and decay if the breath of life that comes from God be 
not found in them. In order to preserve and promote this Spiritual 
life upon which all other interests in our church depend, we beg to 
suggest : 

1. That all our people be and herein are exhorted to establish 
family altars in their homes. 

2. That we urge pastors and parents to give careful attention 
to the circulation of religious literature in all our homes. 

3. That we seek to make our Sabbath schools institutions for 
the saving of souls. 
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4. That we give careful attention and make prayerful plans * 
for revivals in all our churches. 

We commend most heartily our presiding elders far the leader- 
ship they have taken in revival work during the past year result- 
ing in a large ingathering of souls, as indicated by the encouraging * 
reports made by many of our pastors. 

We rejoice to see that an Evangelistic Committee has been ap- 
pointed in our Conference and we pray that they may be guided 
by the Holy Spirit in all their plans. 

We suggest to our pastors that in making their plans for re- 
vivals that they do not plan within themselves alone, but that they 
first call a meeting of the officers of the church, and, after 
laying upon their hearts the need of personal evangelism, consult 
with them and lay plans for the coming revival. Let these plans 
be submitted to a church conference in order to enlist the sym- 
pathy and secure the support of every member of the church in 
carrying out the same. 

We trust that in all our revivals the preaching and personal in- 
struction may be so clear as to the simple condition of salvation, 
and that young converts may have such careful oversight, that 
after their conversion it will not seem to them necessary to be 
coming from year to year to the altar to get religion again, thus 
bringing into disrepute our revivals and our religion.

Rev. Bond 
and Rev. Campbell. On page 70, line 25, initials are used in des- 
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ignating departments of work, as E. L. for Epworth League, and 
A. B. S. for American Bible Society. In the last line, page 70, the 
statesment is made — “Newell preached at 8 p. m.” — instead of 
Rev. W. A. Newell. 

The Records of the Mt. Airy, Greensboro, Morganton, Winston, 
Salisbury and Statesville District are accurately and neatly kept. 

The Charlotte District Record is a model of beauty and excel- 
lence. We heartily commend it to the Conference. 

The Shelby District Record was not before the Committee.

MEMOIRS 

REV. ADOLPHUS TAYLOR BELL 

Rev. Adolphus Taylor Bell, son of John Gray and Dorothy 
Taylor Bell, was born in Manchester, Eng., March 3, 1854, and 
died at Hemp, N. C., March 15, 1914. 

Being left an orphan with a competency at eleven years of age, 
he was sent to school at Gainford, where he remained till he had 
pursued the classic course to completion. Then, according to Eng- 
lish custom, he was apprenticed to learn a trade or occupation, 
the one chosen being the timber-merchant business. Although his 
inclination was toward a profession, rather than a commercial, life, 
with characteristic tenacity, he served the allotted time of ap- 
prenticeship. 

At the age of twenty-one the timber dealer changed his occupa- 
tion for that of teacher of mathematics and languages in a “Gentle- 
man’s Private School,” of which he later became headmaster. He 
continued in this w r ork until December, 1886, at which time, having 
previously contracted a lung affection, he was compelled to give 
up his position and move in search of health. 

Meanwhile Adolphus T. Bell and Elizabeth Berkley had be- 
come man and wife. With this marriage in 1873, a family life 
closely approaching the ideal was begun. Suited by disposition to 
be the companion and complement each to the other, the tw T o 
journeyed side by side through joy and sorrow till the husband 
finished his earthly course. 

Before coming to America, Brother Bell had united with the 
Church of England, being identified with the more evangelical sec- 
tion, which had been largely affected by Methodism. Consciously 
and soundly converted at maturity, after having been reared in a 
religious atmosphere, he at once entered actively into religious 
work, giving his time largely to sacred music, Sunday school 
teaching and temperance lecturing. Music was from early life 
a passion with him and it never lost its charm. He loved to 
organize and train choirs, bands and orchestras, and for several 
years he had charge of the choir and pipe organ in All Saints’ 
church, Sunderland. During the last year of his life he taught 
violin lessons and trained a large band at the place in which 
ho lived. 

It was in September, 1891, that Brother Bell left his mother 
country and crossed the Atlantic in search of health. He settled 
in the pine hills of Mississippi, hoping that open air and the 
aroma of the pine would bring his strength back again. In this 
he was not disappointed, for in 1892, less than two years after 
having come to America, he was able to go to Natchez and join 
the Mississippi Conference. Fortunately he had settled near the 
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Methodist parsonage and a friendship between him and the circuit 
pastor had begun to grow up immediately. For a man of his re- 
ligious experience, it was easy to find in the Methodist church a 
congenial Christian home and in the ministry of that church a 
proper field of labor. 

Brother Bell served the following charges: 1892, Waynesville 

circuit; 1893-94, Marion circuit; 1895-96, Daleville circuit; 1897, 
Waynesboro station; 1898-1900, Shubuta; 1901-02, Murphy; 1903-04, 
Haywood St., Asheville; 1905-07, Centenary, Greensboro; 1908-09, 
Leaksville; 1910, Calvary, Charlotte; 1911, Wilkesboro; 1912, Uwhar- 
rie cricuit. Appointed to Uwharrie in the fall of 1912, he served 
it with great acceptability and efficiency until he suffered during 
the middle of the summer such great impairment in health that 
it became necessary for him to turn over the greater part of the 
work to his son. However, he remained in charge of the circuit 
until the Conference of 1913, which granted him the superannuate 
relation. 

Brother Bell was a kind, careful and sympathetic pastor. He 
was a strong, interesting, systematic preacher. His deep and 
clear Christian experience, as well as his firm grasp on Christian 
doctrine, gave a definite content to his preaching, and his gift of 
utterance enabled him to convey that content to the minds of 
his congregation. He loved to dwell upon the great themes of 
the gospel, such as repentance, faith, the Fatherhood of God, the 
saving power of Christ, and the presence of the Holy Spirit. While 
his preaching was profound, it was so clear in language and state- 
ment that all enjoyed it and profited by it, not only the educated, 
but the ignorant as well. Especially did he enjoy revival preach- 
ing. He usually held his own meetings, and invariably received 
sheaves for his hire in his revivals. 

All who knew Brother Bell recognized in him the highest type 
of Christian gentleman. In the days of his prime, he was gentle 
and considerate, kindly and genial, warm-hearted and tactful, loved 
by old and young. When his strength failed him the serenity of 
his soul was unruffled and his confidence in God sure. He enjoyed 
to the last day of life the greatest of all blessings — the love of 
God shed abroad in the heart by the Holy Spirit. 

The presence of this Godly man among us was a continual 
blessing. Now that he has gone away, we miss his pleasant face 
and cheerful greeting. His memory lingers as a benediction. We 
have no doubt as to his destination and hope by the grace of God 
to meet him. G. T. Row*e. 

JtEV. A. G. GANTT 

Albert Gamewell Gantt, son of Tyre and Rhoda Gantt, was born 
June 27th, 1843. Died at Fort Worth, Texas, from injuries received 
while riding in an automobile, which came in contact with a passing 
street car, on February 22nd, 1914. 

He joined the church in his youth, his parents being Methodists 
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before him. At the age of eighteen years he entered the Confed 
erate army, and served throughout the entire war without being 
wounded or imprisoned. He was sergeant in the 55th N. C. Regi- 
ment in Hood’s Brigade. After the war he entered Rutherford Col- 
lege, from which he graduated. He joined the S. C. Conference 
at Cheraw, 1869. Married Miss Emma Catherine Browning of Sum- 
merville, S. C. He came to the N. C. Conference in the change 
of Conference lines, remaining with the N. C. Confrence until 
the formation of the W. N. C. Conference in 1890. For lack of 
information we cannot give the charges he served either in the 
S. C. or N. C. Conferences. 

In the W. N. C. Conference he served the following charges: 
1891, Cherry ville circuit; 1892, Henrietta; 1893, Shelby circuit; 
1894, North Cove; 1895-96, Table Rock; 1897, Watauga; 1898-99, 
Cherryville; 1900, Silver Creek; 1901, supernumerary and later su 
perannuated, in which relation he died H. G. Stamey. 

REV. JAMES DAVID GIBSON 

Rev. James David Gibson, son of Odarn and Caroline Gibson, 
was born in McDowell county, N. G'., April 29th, 1848, and died at 
Central Falls, Randolph country, N. C., February 6th, 1914, of 
pneumonia. At an early age he gave his heart to God and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

At the close of the war between the States he and his brother. 
Rev. T. F. Gibson, of the South Carolina Conference, entered into a 
solemn compact to get an education. This meant hard work almost 
day and night, and the practice of the strictest economy, and the 
lessons he learned in these early years of his life fitted Brother 
Gibson for the rigid work of the afterward successful and efficient 
Methodist “circuit rider.” It was work by day and study and read 
by pine torch at night. 

Brother Gibson was licensed to preach in Weaverville circuit 
June, 1884, and after teaching school for several years he joined 
the Conference at Winston in 1892. He never flinched from hard 
tasks or swerved from the path of right. He knew, loved, lived 
and preached the great doctrines of the Bible, and especially those 
taught and understood as Methodist, exemplifying and teaching the 
fundamental principles of Bible truth. He was a Methodist through 
and through, loved her altars and read her literature. The people, 
old and young, felt comfortable in his presence. He loved men 
and the people loved him. This man felt the dignity of the call 
to preach the Gospel of the Son of God, and through his life and 
his preaching he led many into the light of the cross of Christ. 
He never wore the glitter of some, but down deep in that human 
heart there was a likeness of the blessed Lord. He was a preacher 
of more than ordinary ability, not eloquent, but sound in argument, 
and under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit sinners have often 
been heard to cry for mercy, as God would show them the awful- 
ness of their own lives, while Brother Gibson would describe and 
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picture the Broad Way that leads to despair, and the Straight Gate 
and narrow way that leads to the Father’s House. He always 
went to the work of telling men of a Christ to save, gladly and 
joyously. He had great faith in his Lord”s finally bringing all men 
“to a knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ Jesus.” 

When the appointments were read at the Winston Conference 
ing 1892, he was sent to the North Cove circuit in Mc- 
Dowell county, and these are the works he traveled as 
pastor: North Cove circuit, 1893; 1894-6, McDowell circuit; 1897- 
1900, Bald Creek circuit; Saluda circuit, 1901-2; 1903-4, Cane Creek 
circuit; Green River, 1905-8; 1909, Rural Hall; Mt. Airy circuit, 
1910-11; Yadkin ville, 1912; Deep River, 1913-14; where he died 
February 6th. After preaching for ten years he found in Hender- 
son county Miss Maude Justus whose heart and hand he won. 
They were married by this writer on the 12th day of November, 
1902. To this union were born five children, four of whom are 
still waiting on this side of the river. A day or two before the 
end came he called his wife and children to the bedside and told 
them that he could stay with them but a short while longer, and 
his wife asked him if he was ready for the change, he looked up 
into her eyes and asked her what she meant, saying, “Of course 
I am ready. It would be a poor out if a preacher were not ready 
to die.” He then began to sing, “I’ll Soon Be at Home Over There,” 
and when that was finished he sang, “I’m Going Home to Die No 
More,” When this was finished he said good-bye, and went away 
to wait and live with Jesus. J. W. Kennedy. 

REV. JOHN A. MARR 

Rev. John Atkins Marr was born December 2nd, 1878, and died 
June 26th, 1914. He professed faith in Christ and joined the M. E. 
Church, South, in early life. 

He was educated in the common schools of Swain county, and 
later attended the State School at Cullowhee, N. C. He engaged 
in teaching for a number of years. In this he showed mark- 
ed ability and* his work was quite successful. 

In 1907 he was married to Miss Parcie White. He is survived 
by wife and four children. 

While eminently successful in teaching, there was a moving in 
his soul — a call to something higher. After having long and 
seriously pondered the matter he ventured to state his convictions 
1 to his pastor. 

He was licensed to preach and admitted on trial in 1910. From 
the Conference in Statesville he was appointed to the Hayesville 
circuit. He went to the charge to learn both to preach and to be 
a pastor. It was soon evident that he was not mistaken in his 
calling. The people were encouraged with his beginning, but his 
health was poor and the first year therefore was much of a 
struggle. 

At the Conference in Charlotte in 1913 he was received into full 
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circuit. It was here that he began to show his real talent. I have 
seldom seen a people more fond of a preacher than those people 
were of Brother Marr. 

At the Conference in Charlotte in 1913 he was received in full 
connection and reappointed to Fines Creek circuit where the people 
had unanimously requested his return, and it was here he was to 
surrender his beloved employ. 

Brother Marr was never well after he entered the Conference. 
Could he have enjoyed health he gave promise of a bright future. 
Evidently he would have reached the front rank in the Conference 
in a few years. He had as nearly all the qualities of a successful 
pastor as any young man I have met. He was plain, unpretentious 
and agreeable in the social circle. Kind and courteous in manner — 
entirely without conceit or egotism, he won and held the esteem 
of all who knew him. 

Brother Marr had rare gifts as a speaker. Relying on what I 
have heard from those who are competent to judge. I can say his 
endowment must have been of the first order. He desired to live 
and preach the gospel. The last letter he wrote me he expressed 
desire to live and preach. He suffered much, but he was patiently 
and calmly submissive. He met the last enemy in full triumph 
of Christian faith. On the last day he sent for his pastor. Brother 
Rhinehart, and requested that he remain with him for he said, “I 
am going to die today.” On June 28th in the presence of a large 
congregation we laid his remains to rest at Maple Springs church. 

I loved Brother Marr. I rejoiced at his prospects in the ministry. 
I felt a distinct loss in his death. L. T. Cordell. 

REV. HAROLD TURNER 

Harold Turner, son of William and Elizabeth Turner, was born 
November 8, 1869, in Manchester, England; moved in early child- 
hood with his parents to London; spent his youth in that great 
metropolis, where in his seventeenth year he was soundly convert- 
ed to God and united with the Wesleyan Methodist church. In 
March, 1889, he came with the family to America, and located in 
Asheville, N. C., joined Central Methodist church and became, as a 
young layman, active in various departments of church work. In 
September, 1892, he entered the Freshman class in Trinity College, 
was a diligent and apt student, who, while carrying on his college 
work, at the same time served in the capacity of secretary to the 
president, and graduated with credit in the class of 1897. The 
same year, heeding the call of the Spirit, he was licensed to preach 
by the Asheville District Conference and admitted on trial into the 
Western North Carolina Conference in Asheville in November of 
that year. Then for seventeen years he faithfully served the 
church in the following charges; — Hot Springs, 1898-1900; Burk- 
head, Winston, 1901-1904; Spring Garden, Greensboro, 1905-1906; 
Brevard St., Charlotte, 1907-1908; Broad St., Statesville, 1909-1912; 
Central, Concord, 1913-1914. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop 
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Key in 1899, and Elder by Bishop Hargrove in 1901. 

On March 1, 1901, at Hot Springs, he was happily married to 
Mrs. Margaret Johnston Shaw, who was in every respect a most 
worthy and affectionate helpmeet, sharing with him the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of his work and inspiring him by her constant and 
sympathetic co-operation. 

On Sunday morning, October 11, 1914, while preaching to his 
people on the blessed privileges of the saints of God, he was 
stricken with paralysis and then removed to the parsonage, where, 
on the following day, his pure spirit left the mortal body and 
winged its flight to the city which hath foundations. 

This was the glorious ending of a beautiful life, for literally 
he died in the harness, as he wished to do, going direct from active 
service to eternal reward. This brief sketch covers the most prom- 
inent points in his career but conveys a very faint idea of the char- 
acter which belonged to this saintly man. He was a high-minded, 
noble-spirited, pure-hearted, God-fearing man. 

“His life was gentle and the elements 
So mixed in him, that Nature might stand up 
And say to all the world: This was a man!” 

A son of consecrated parents, nurtured in the lap of piety, train- 
ed to be reverent and devout, his heart opened early to the influ- 
ences of grace and he dedicated his young life fully to the Master. 

He never gave anxious care or worry to his parents. He never 
sowed wild oats, but rather busied himself in good works, and 
when he reached young manhood he was anchored strong in the 
faith and prepared to withstand the allurements of the world. 

His college record was good; his work thorough; his influence 
uplifting; he commanded the respect of his fellows; he made them 
his friends and held them constant through all the later years. 

His home life was beautiful, for love ruled and there was hap- 
piness. He was always so gentle, so thoughtful, so considerate of 
the comfort and pleasure of the good wife and the other members 
of the household. 

When he came to his life work he was splendidly equipped in 
body, mind and spirit for his holy calling, and from the day of his 
enlistment to the very hour he laid dow r n his armor, he was active 
and diligent in the service of the King. 

He was a good preacher, thoroughly versed in Scripture, with 
a rich experience of the truth in his own heart. With a mind 
well furnished, he was also a hard student and a constantly grow- 
ing preacher. When he came to the pulpit his subject matter was 
well prepared and his .thought w r as saturated with prayer. He used 
beaten oil and his messages w r ere evangelical. God signally hon- 
ored his ministry in building up the saints and saving the lost. 
Every church he served w r as blessed with gracious ingatherings 
and he was so successful in revival w r ork that he was in demand 
as a helper in meetings all over the Conference. It would be dif- 
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cult therefore to estimate the vast number led to the Saviour 
through his ministry. He not only rendered highly acceptable 
service in the pulpit, but he was a painstaking, conscientious pas- 
tor, who went among his people, knew them by name, knew their 
condition and brought comfort and sympathy to them in their 
troubles, and was welcomed equally in the homes of the humble 
poor and the well-to-do. 

Wherever he labored the church grew and prospered, but the 
visible results of his work in Statesville seem to stand out in 
bolder relief, for during his pastorate there not only was the 
splendid new church completed and the handsome parsonage built, 
but the membership was largely increased so that at the end of 
his quadrennium he left it one of the largest and most influential 
congregations in the Conference and he was loved by all classes and 
creeds. 

Ever since the Children’s Home was organized he has been on 
the Board of Trust, and for several years also a Trustee of Daven- 
port College, being on the Executive Committee of both these 
institutions. For many years, too, he has been Assistant Secretary 
of the Conference and rendered highly efficient service in that 
capacity. 

He possessed a magnetic nature which drew the people to him. 
All who knew him admired him and as they came to know him 
better, loved him. He was my friend, constant and true, for many 
years. I knew him intimately as few men knew him, and the 
closest inspection revealed more and more of purity and true 
worth, hidden away deep down in his nature. I loved him as a 
brother and trusted him completely as a friend, and that confidence 
was never misplaced. We journeyed along together as intimates 
for long years, but when he went away the other week our roads 
parted for a season, but we shall meet again sometime, somewhere, 
no’er to sever. 

On Wednesday afternoon, October 14th, in Central church, 
Asheville, from which he began his ministerial life, the funeral 
w r as conducted by Dr. J. C. Rowe, Dr. D. Atkins, Rev. J. B. Craven, 
Rev. E. M. Hoyle and the writer. Despite the inclement weather 
a large number of friends were present. At the conclusion of 
this service we proceeded to Riverside, and there the sacred dust 
of our sainted brother was tenderly laid to rest in the bosom of 
the great mountains which he loved, and the grave was covered 
with beautiful flowers expressive of the love of many friends.

REV. I. F. COTTON 

Rev. Isaac F. Cotton, eldest son of Jno. W. and S. J. Cotton, 
was born in Montgomery county, North Carolina, February 20th, 
1889, and died at Grace Hospital, Morganton, N. C., August 5th, 
1914. He was converted at the age of 10 years and joined the 
Methodist Church, on the Gold Hill circuit, under the ministry of 
J. H. Bradley. In early boyhood he felt called to preach and at 
the Salisbury District Conference, in 1910, he was licensed to 
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preach and did faithful service as a local preacher until 1913, 
when he was sent as supply to Micaville circuit. He was admitted 
on trial at the conference held in Charlotte, in 1913, and was sent 
to Burnsville station. He entered upon the work with great en- 
thusiasm, and was faithfully discharging all the duties of the pas- 
torate, when, on July 23rd, he was stricken down by typhoid fever. 
He made a heroic fight for his life, aided by skillful physicians and 
capable nurses, but in less than tw T o weeks his pure gentle spirit 
took its flight to be with his Lord and Saviour. He was very 
ambitious for an education, but being of limited means, the way 
seemed very dark, but in the good providence of God and through 
the generous kindness of Rev. D. Atkins, he was enabled to enter 
New London High School, where he remained for one year. He 
later entered Rutherford College where he spent three years, complet- 
ing the course in the spring of 1913. While at Rutherford he was 
manager of the boys’ dormitory. 

u By his exemplary life and zeal for the cause of Christ, he 

| exerted a very fine influence among the student body, and no 

young man was more highly esteemed by both faculty and students 
then he. He was not a brilliant man, but possessed a good mind, 
with his studious habits had acquired a good working education, 
and had he lived would have achieved a large success in the min- 
istry. Although he was cut down in the very flower of his young 
manhood, he left a fine impress upon many others who will 
profit by his example, and his influence for good will abide. 

' The funeral service was conducted by Rev. W. R. Ware, presid- 
ing elder of the Salisbury district, assisted by Rev. J. H. Brendall 
in the Methodist church at Richfield, and his body laid to rest in 
the cemetery at Richfield to await the resurrection of the just.

Rev. Roger Hunter Hasty, son of D. W. Hasty, of Scotland 
County, X. C., was born May 6th, 1885, and passed to the heavenly 
home October 18, 1914. Brother Hasty was converted in childhood 
and joined the Methodist church at Caledonia. He early applied 
himself to study, and after attending the preparatory schools, spent 
two years in Trinity College, after which he taught school for 
several years. 

At the Rockingham District Conference at Biscoe, N. C., in 
May, 1911, he was licensed to preach and recommended to the An- 
nual Conference for admission on trial and was admitted at the 
session of the North Carolina Conference at Kinston, N. C., Novem- 
ber, 1911, and appointed to Kennekeet circuit. He went to this 
charge gladly and served faithfully until the spring of 1912, when 
his health began to fail, and he gave up his work to rest and 
recover. But not content to stay out of work which he loved, he 
began to cast about for another place to labor and found an open- 
ing at Hot Springs in the western part of the state, where he was 
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sent to finish the year started by another. He served this charge 
faithfully until Conference, and in the fall was transferred to the 
Western N. C. Conference and re-appointed to the Hot Springs 
circuit for 1914. In June of this year his health gave way and he 
was carried to the hospital at Asheville, N. C., where everything 
possible was done, but to no avail. He grew steadily -worse and 
was brought to his father’s home, where he died October 18th. The 
funeral was held at Caledonia church, conducted by the writer, 
assisted by Rev. W. V. McRae, pastor of the Methodist church at 
Maxton. 

In the summer of 1911 he was happily married to Miss Elizabeth 
Wall, of Dunbar, S. C., who, with one child, survives him. 

Brother Hasty was always cheerful, carrying sunshine on his 
face, brave and heroic in the discharge of his duty, but he has 
answered the roll call of the great conference above and already 
taken his place among the millions of faithful ministers who have 
passed on before him.

This is not an Insurance Company but a Benev- 
olent Association organized to relieve the wants of 
families of deceased preachers at the very time their 
needs are greatest. 

The preachers only of the Conference are bene- 
ficiary members and they will, until November, 
1915, be admitted to membership without regard to 
length of service or even physical condition, upon 
payment of fifty cents. The regular assessment is 
three dollars upon the death of a member. 

Laymen are welcomed as honorary members up- 
on the payment of one dollar when a preacher dies. 

The present membership, which has recently in- 
creased, yields something over $500.00 upon the 
death of a preacher. 

About one hundred members of the Conference 
are not members of the Brotherhood. If they join, 
the beneficiaries will get $300.00 more and the fam- 
ilies of these new members would receive benefits in 
case of death. 

After November, 1915, no new members will be 
received into the Brotherhood who have been for 
ten years members of the Conference. 

Those desiring to join should send the member- 
ship fee of fifty cents to the Treasurer, Rev .C. M. 
Pickens, Spencer, N. C., and their names will be 
enrolled. 
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This paper is the official organ of the Western 
North Carolina Conference, and is the property of 
the Conference.
